We are a nation of gun carriers. Morejnurclers in propor- 


iion lo population are committed among us than in almost 
any civilized country of the world. There is an obvious rela- 
tion between these two facts: The revolver is manufactured 
primarily for the function of man killing. It is not used as a 
hunting weapon, nor is it much used for target shooting. There 
are 66'factories in this country, turning out something like 
four million man killers annually. These are sold almost 
everywhere freely and without legal restrictions. Boy or 
man, 


maniac or drunkard, crook or honest citizen may buy himself 
a revolver without difficulty, and may "tote" it with him to 
be drawn and used whenever it seems desirable lo him. The 
man with a gusty temper, which gets quickly out of hand, is 
more likely lo have artillery on his person than the even-tem- 
pered, self-controlled man. The man addicted to liquor and 
not sure of himself is more likely lo have a deadly weapon 
upon him than the sober, sane cilizen, Of course, self-defense 
is the ready excuse of the gun tolcr. 
He needs the revolver 


lo defend himself against some sudden adversary who may 
attack him. In a primitive society this might he a good ex- 
cuse, but in ours it makes for murder. For (he defense of the 
home against burglars and oilier intruders, the revolver is 
doubtless a justifiable resource; 
Bui it should remain in the 


home, and not transported about Hie streets in Ihe pocket, of its 
owner, The sale of revolvers should lie rigorously restricted. 
Gun toting •should be made a serious offence, and those con- 
victed of i'l should be punished severely. Only by measures 
of this sort provided by stale legislatures and enforced by Ihe 
authorities can crimes of violence be reduced lo a more nor- 
mal ratio.—I laverhill Gazelle.
